1 . The following communication is in response to applicant's amendment received 1 1-May- 
2007. Claims 15-30 are pending in the application. Claims 1-14 were previously canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. 

3.1 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the invention 
described in USP 5,903,453, issued to Stoddard II, which teaches a method for estimating 
software operation and performance in terms of measures such as software reliability, using a 
goal/question/metric paradigm that stores the goal/question/metric to nodes in a tree-structured 
memory, wherein probabilities and percentage contributions are used to determine an action 
plan to use during development of the software. 

3.2 The improvement of the present invention comprises, in various embodiments, a method 
for analyzing and/or changing, i.e. "designing", a technical system, and in particular, analyzing 
and changing the measurements made in the technical system. The technical system is 
specified by a system of equations, whereby the state variables are the solution of the system of 
equations. A measurement 'park', comprised of first measured variables measured in a 
prescribed precision, is incorporated into the design of the technical system. Using first and 
second sensitivity variables determined for first and second measured variables, a determination 
is made of the extent to which a change in the accuracy of the measurement of the measured 
variables influences at least one selected parameter. The measurement park is then amended, 
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depending on the sensitivity variables, so that the accuracy of one or more of the measured 
variables is changed, and/or one or more of the first measured variables is taken out of the 
measurement park, and/or one or more of the second measured variables is added into the 
measurement park. This amended measurement park is then used for designing the technical 
system. This patentable distinction is included in each of the independent claims, nos. 15 and 
27. 

3.3 The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render 
obvious the method for designing a technical system through the amendment of a 
"measurement park", having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification 
and equivalents thereof at least at page 9, section [0033] through page 14, section [0079], and 
Figures 1-2. In view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be 
patentable over the prior art.
